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Some 40-odd, and not 
so odd, citizens of 
Disneyland are waiting 
to meet you, too. 

Eager hands reach out with love 
to touch them. Toddlers tug at their 
jackets, trousers, coattails. Shutter- 
bugs call for them to look this way 
or that. Children call their names... 

"There's Pluto...there's Brer Bear... 
there's the Seven Dwarfs...there's 
Mickey..." they shout happily as 
some of Walt Disney's best-loved 
cartoon creations step lively along 
Main Street, U.S.A., New Orleans 
Square and throughout Disneyland. 

There are nearly 40 such Disney 
Characters living at the Park each 
summer day, greeting guests, posing 
for pictures and making every¬ 
one's visit more enjoyable- 
for some, even unforget¬ 
table. 

Take, for example, the 
young girl in a wheelchair, who 
had "Happy Birthday" sung to 
her by Snow White and the 
Seven Dwarfs. Or the lost 
little boy comforted by 
Goofy until his parents 
found him at the Lost 
Children's Station. Or the 
foreign child who learned, 


to his delight, that all of the Char¬ 
acters could speak to him in the 
universal language of laughter. 

To them, and to thousands of 
other Disneyland guests, meeting 
the Characters in the Park is as much 
a thrill as riding the Matterhorn or 
sailing the seas with the Pirates of 
the Caribbean. 

For adults, too, there is something 
magical about really meeting make- 
believe heroes of half-forgotten 
fairy tales, seeing a live version of 
a long-ago storybook illustration, 
or hugging a childhood doll come- 
to-life. 

All of the Disneyland Characters 
are warm and friendly, even Grumpy 
and evil Captain Hook,who manage 
to be loveable despite themselves. 
Guests flock to them as quickly as 
they run to Brer Fox or Pinocchio. 

People of all ages find it a very 
special thrill to shake hands with 
the White Rabbit or see a child 
laugh as Dopey and Sneezy clown 
in front of Sleeping Beauty's Castle. 

And it's fantasy and dreams and 
joy mixed together when Eeyore 
conducts the Disneyland Band in 
Town Square each day. He also 
plays with the children who gather 
around, sometimes leading them 
in a parade 'round and 'round the 
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flagpole, then turning and playfully 
chasing them. If a little girl pulls his 
tail, he gently pulls her braids. When 
a small boy jumps with excitement, 
Eeyore jumps, too. 

Drawing crowds every time and 
everywhere they appear, the Char¬ 
acters are likely to spend their time 
signing autographs or returning 
heartfelt hugs. 

They can be found in their ap¬ 
propriate areas, many of them in 
Fantasyland. Brer Bear and Brer Fox 
(seen in Song of the South) hang 
out in New Orleans Square. Baloo 
and King Louie (of The jungle Book) 
can be found in Adventureland, 
and so on. Most of the time Mickey 
Mouse, Minnie, Donald Duck, Pluto 
and Goofy are at the entrance to 


Main Street, U.S.A., where they 
cheerfully greet incoming guests 
and pose for pictures. 

Literally millions of photographs 
are taken each year of Mickey 
Mouse, Prince John, Chip'n Dale, 
Mr. Smee, the Big Bad Wolf and all 
their friends. And the Characters 
try very hard to be sure that each 
guest gets a turn to snap the shutter 
for that once-in-a-lifetime photo 
of a family member with a family 
favorite-be it Winnie-the-Pooh, 
Robin Hood, one of the Three 
Little Pigs, or the frantically silly 
Mad Hatter. 

Three members of the Disney¬ 
land population-Peter Pan, Snow 
White and Alice (of Wonderland)- 
are the only three Characters who 
actually speak to guests, although 
many of the other Characters can't 
resist asking a toddler her name 
or passing along a quick "hello" 
with a handshake. 

Although summer sees some 40 
different Characters mixing it up 
with guests, they represent only 
the most famous of the Disney 
creations. Disneyland's Costume 
Department has hundreds of other 
costumes in storage. Virtually every 
cartoon character to appear in a 
Disney movie is represented-from 
one of the geese in The Aristocats 
to a mushroom from Fantasia. 
Many of the costumes were first 
used in the "Fantasy on Parade" 
presentation a few years ago, but 
are seldom used now. 

Walt Disney himself conceived 
the idea of using the Characters at 
Disneyland. He felt that it would 
be a great way to bring his screen 
classics to life, to give thousands of 
guests who visit the Park each day 
the unforgettable thrill of meeting 
Mickey Mouse, Donald Duck and 
all the other Characters who pop¬ 
ulate the world of imagination. 

It takes only one look at a 
child's happy face to know that 
Walt Disney was right. V 
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^yvJL\\e. Antoinette's Parfumerie is a 
sTiop of unexpected beauty as well as un¬ 
common scents. Park guests are attracted to 
it as much by its delicate interior as by the 
sweet fragrances lingering in the air just 
outside its doors. 

It is one of the few places in America 
where perfumes can be custom blended for 
the individual. Its walls are covered with price¬ 
less, irreplaceable reverse-painted mirrors, 
commissioned especially for the shop by 
Walt Disney. 

"Walt took a great deal of personal interest 
in the shop," said Vicki Pratt, who operates 
Mile. Antoinette's."He wanted this perfume 
shop because he felt a parfumerie was an 
important part of old New Orleans and that 
this shop would add the right atmosphere 
to New Orleans Square. He brought the 
antique chandelier from Louisiana just for 
this shop." 

The chandelier, along with other antique 
pieces, enhances the tiny shop, giving it a 
cozy elegance so agreeable to a world of 
scents, soaps and sachets. 

Appealing to the eye as well as the nose, 
Mile. Antoinette's Parfumerie displays its 
unique mirrored walls as proudly as it dem¬ 
onstrates its perfume blends. The one-of-a- 
kind mirrors were more than two years in 
the making. 

The art of reverse-painting used for the 
mirrors' floral design was first practiced in 
ancient China and has all but ceased to exist. 

"The painting is done on the back of the 
glass," explained Vicki. "All the detail work is 
painted first, then the background. It's the 
opposite of regular painting" 

After the painting is complete, the glass 
is silvered, making the final layer a mirror. 
It's exacting and painstaking work, (continued) 
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No less exacting is the process 
of custom blending the perfumes. 
There are 12 pre-blended bottles 
of oil from which the perfume 
blenders work, two of each scent. 
Each was prepared by organic 
chemists commissioned by Walt 
Disney Productions. The blends 
are copyrighted and patented; 
their exact formulation is a closely 
guarded secret. 

The six basic fragrances have 
predominate tones which serve 
to identify them: Modern Floral, 
Floral, Bouquet, Oriental, Woodsy, 
Spice and Smoke. 

Tiny paddle-shaped blotters, 
long glass funnels and graduated 
cylinders comprise the blender's 
essential equipment. The blender 
dips the paddles into the selected 
bottles and then whisks them lightly 
over one of the warm pulse points 
on the guest's arm-the wrist, inside 
of the elbow, or the upper arm. 
Usually, no more than three blends 
are tried at one time. 

The blended perfume is poured 
into a gold bottle affixed with Mile. 
Antoinette's exclusive label, placed 
in a special hexagonal box and 
given to the guest with a dated 
card noting the perfume's formula. 

The formula is also entered into 
one of the shop's large black note¬ 
books, where more than 60,000 
formulas have been recorded since 
the shop opened in 1966. When 
the guest wishes to reorder her 
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perfume, she simply mails the dated 
card back to Mile. Antoinette's. 

"It's really nice to know that 
people enjoy what we puttogethetf' 
said Vicki.'They're enthusiastic, and 
that makes me feel good about 
what we do here" 

If guests prefer, they can choose 
any one of over 40 different fra¬ 
grances from the 18 brand names 
carried in the shop. Mile. Antoinette's 
also carries 16 men's fragrances. All 
items are imported from Europe. 

"In the past year or two we've 
had a lot of men come in to buy 
perfume for themselves," said Vicki. 
"Usually, they'll come up to the 
blending counter and ask what's 
in the bottles. Then they'll ask if 



we blend colognes or after shaves. 
(We don't.)" 

Noting that men have historically 
used fragrances, she continued. 
"Men's fragrances are just be¬ 
coming good. They're getting away 
from old-style after shaves and 
colognes and getting into lotions, 
scented shampoos and creams. 
After all" she added seriously, "men 


have just as much right to have 
soft skin as women do." 

Vicki and the other perfume 
blenders at Mile. Antoinette's are 
not only skilled in creating fra¬ 
grances, but are also knowledgeable 
about the proper application of 
perfume, the quantity of perfume 
which should be purchased, and 
the care of expensive perfume. 

"Perfumes aren't meant to age 
or last," explained Vicki. "The air 
and light and heat changes the 
chemical balance in some of them. 
The best way to keep perfume is 
in a dresser drawer with a tight, 
leak-proof seal on the bottle!' 

"The best money buy is in per¬ 
fumes," she added/'ln perfume you 
have four to five percent alcohol. 
In toilet waters and colognes you 
have seventy, eighty, ninety per¬ 
cent. Alcohol quickly evaporates 
and what you have left is the oil. 
You pay more for the perfume, but 
you only need a drop. An ounce 
should last a year or two if used 
properly," she said. 

Nestled comfortably across from 
the Cristal d'Orleans shop in New 
Orleans Square, Mile. Antoinette's 
Parfumerie is a charming store to 
see...and to smell. 

"People always say, 'Mmm, it 
smells so good,' or 'Oh, I could 
smell you down the street^ or What 
did you spray?'"said Vicki laughing. 
"Well, I don't spray anything. The 
fragrance comes from the soaps 
on display, the sachets, the blending 
bottles being opened, guests 
spraying themselves with samples- 
it's all left in the air." 

She paused for a moment. "It's 
a beautiful shop," she said, "just a 
beautiful shop" V

Childhood's toys seem to go the 
way of baby rattles, tricycles and 
old roller skates -they just slip away 
somewhere in the past, unnoticed. 

What grown-up hasn't longed to 
hug again her first doll, and what 
man hasn't dreamed of riding once 
again a half-remembered wagon? 

What's become of the stuffed 
dolls, story records, toy cameras 
and comic books so cherished by 
children no longer children? 

Some of these are collectors' 


items now, extra special because 
they carried the name and face of 
Mickey Mouse, Donald Duck or 
one of Walt Disney's other popular 
cartoon characters. 

Today, they're valued not only 
for their memories, but for their 
age, rarity, craftsmanship and for 
what they represent-a unique 
aspect of Disney art. 

Along with original Disney 
drawings and several hand-crafted 
display figures of film characters, 


some of these original toys are on 
view-and for sale-at Disneyland's 
newest shop, Disneyana. 

Located on Main Street, U.S.A. 
in the Emporium space formerly 
housing the Hurricane Lamp Shop, 
Disneyana offers Park guests a look 
at classic Disney merchandise. 

Basically, there are three types 
of merchandise at Disneyana. First 
is the Disney memorabilia-toys, 
books, dolls, and so on, mostly 
from the era of the 1930s and 1940s. 

(continued) 
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Second is original art work-cels, 
comic strips and film figures from 
movies showcased in Emporium 
window displays.The third category 
is high-quality character merchan- 
dise-"The Art of Walt Disney" 
book, Bisque figurines and the 
"Disneyana-Walt Disney Collec¬ 
tibles" book from which Disneyana 
took its name. 

On view at Disneyana are hand- 
painted animation drawings (called 
cels) from Pinocchio, Cinderella and 


other Disney films. Most of the 
original cels of this type, drawn for 
the filming of each feature, were 
sold through art galleries in the late 
1930s and early 1940s. From 1955- 
1970, they were sold at Disneyland. 

Also for sale are many of the 
hand-crafted figures constructed

Most of the old toys, watches, figurines, books and dolls 
for sale at Disneyana were gathered from established 
Disneyana collectors, at swap meets and flea markets, 
antique spows, and from attics and cellars across the land. 

But Disney buyers are continuing their search for appro¬ 
priate items for the shop. Because of the limited display 
area, though, they are quite selective in the items they do 
buy. Only merchandise in good condition is chosen. 

The buyers hope that the shop itself will spark an 
additional interest in Disneyana and help to unearth 
items that are perhaps lying 
somewhere forgotten or 
neglected. 

Once rescued from ob¬ 
scurity and dusted off, these 
still unfound treasures will 
make handsome additions 
to the merchandise already 
available, and will help stock 
a future shop planned for 
Walt Disney World. 


Each item sold at Disneyana has been carefully researched 
to determine its history. Information recorded at the Walt 
Disney Archives has been quite valuable in determining 
the facts on particular items. The Archives itself contains 
thousands of Disneyana items, but these are not for sale. 

When an item is bought at the shop, the buyer receives 
a Product Information Card bearing basic facts concerning 
that piece of merchandise, including the date of manu¬ 
facture, where and how the item was used (book, film, 
display, etc.) and other pertinent information. 

Also for sale at the shop 
is"Disneyana-Walt Disney 
Collectibles)'written by Cecil 
Munsey. The book relates 
the merchandising history 
of the Disney organiza¬ 
tion and contains hundreds 
of pictures of many of the 
items sought after and col¬ 
lected by those interested in 
Disney memorabilia.

seen in The Rounders, a 1914 film 
co-starring Roscoe "Fatty" Arbuckle. 

The Great Train Robbery fills yet 
another silver screen in the Main 
Street Cinema. Filmed in 1903 by 
Edwin S. Porter, it was the very first 
western movie made and is con¬ 
sidered by many experts to be the 
first motion picture to tell a com¬ 
plete story. Some people call it the 
"granddaddy" of motion pictures, 
and should be seen by everyone 
interested in film history. 

Louis B. Mayer's 1920 version of 
Dr. lekyll and Mr. Hyde is seen on 
a fourth screen. It stars Sheldon 
Lewis as the tormented doctor of 
Robert Louis Stevenson's immortal 
tale. The Mayer version was re¬ 
leased just weeks after Paramount's 
version, which starred John Barry¬ 
more in the title role. Mayer later 


went on to found MCM Studios. 

On another screen is a repre¬ 
sentative Mack Sennett-Keystone 
comedy, circa 1915. It stars comics 
Mack Swain and Chester Conklin 
in a story whose title tells it all — 
Love, Speed and Thrills. 

The sixth screen is reserved for 
the world's first talking cartoon, 
Steamboat Willie, starring Walt 
Disney's Mickey Mouse in his 
screen debut Released in 1928, just 
after Al Jolson's The jazz Singer 
made sound a must, the animated 
film caused a sensation in New 
York, and decidedly launched Walt 
Disney Productions on its voyage 
to success. 

With sound, movies changed 
more than ever, and an era came 
to an end.
